• do not touch the lens @ of the cd player. 

• do not expose the unit, batteries or cds to 
humidity, rain, sand or excessive heat (caused 
by heating equipment or direct sunlight). 

• you can clean the cd player with a soft, slightly 
dampened, lint-free cloth, do not use any 
cleaning agents as they may have a corrosive 
effect.
